Improrrment In Human Stock. 

We have often wondered why some re¬ 
former did not spring up to advocate an im¬ 
provement in human stock. If we look over 
the community what a large proportion do we 
find who have serious physical blemishes, or 
hereditary faults. There arc comparatively 
few well-formed or well-made men. One has 
a humped back, another a zig-zag countenance, 
another a dwarfish figure, and still another an 
ill-shaped head. These things arc not natural. 
God made Adam and Eve perfect, and if we 
arc to believe sacred and profane history the 
human figure has been growing imperfect ever 
since. We improve our breeds of horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine, and the farmer who keeps on 
raising dwarfish-looking stock, when he can 
just as well rear good thrifty animals, is at 
once pronounced an old fogy in his notions. 
Yet, while we are doing so much for improv¬ 
ing our animals, do we not fail to make any im¬ 
provement in the breed of people with whom 
we associate ? We have schools, academics 
and colleges, but mathematics will not correct 
a physical deformity, neither will ethics or the¬ 
ology make a hump-backed man straight. Ed¬ 
ucating the mind does not improve the body. 
A Rarey tames and teaches * wild colt, but a 
Black Hawk or Morgan sires a perfect horse. 
To come to the point, must we not improve the 
physical breed of the human family in the same 
way that we do the breed of animals ? 

Lycurgus, the law-giver of Sparta, instruct¬ 
ed the people of his country that children were 
not so much the property of parents as of the 
State, and therefore would not have them be¬ 
got by ordinary persons. A husband was nev¬ 
er jealous of his wife, and considered it reputa¬ 
ble to have children in common with persons 
of merit. The man of years who had a young 
wife, considered it a favor to introduce her to 
some handsome, honest young man whom he 
approved of, and the offspring of this acquaint¬ 
ance was brought up as his own. “On the 
other hand, he allowed, that if a man of char¬ 
acter should entertain a passion for a married 
woman, on account of her modesty and the 
beauty of her children, he might treat with 
her husband for admission to her company, 
that so planting in a beauty-bearing soil, he 
might produce excellent children, the congen¬ 
ial offspring of excellent parents.” The re¬ 
sult of this was that no country in the world 
produced such men and women as Sparta.— 
Their physical natures were fully developed, 
and it was an anomaly to find a deformed or 
unhealthy person in the country. They were 
also strangers to licentiousness, and the crime 
of adultery was never known among them. 

The reader by this time will think, perhaps, 
that we are a Mormon or a member of a free- 
love circle, a barbarian, brute, or heathen.— 
But we can solemnly aver that we arc neither. 
We do not advocate the adoption of the laws 
of Lycurgus, for they were such as contribut¬ 
ed to the growth and physical developcment 
of the man, while they neglected the mind al¬ 
together. We have advanced too far in civiliz¬ 
ation to go back to the simple elements of cor¬ 
poreal existence, though our boasted civiliza¬ 
tion is adulterated with physical deformity 
and increasing licentiousness. Few, perhaps, 
have thought of this subject, so we throw out 
a few ideas for their consideration, and if by 
investigating the subject they should hit upon 
any plan different from the one we have sug¬ 
gested for the improvement of human stock, 
it is hoped they will let the world know it. 

A few years ago some wag petitioned the 
legislature of this State to enact a law making 
the selectmen of every town the fathers of all 
the children who should be bom in their com¬ 
munities. It urged that inasmuch as we were 
now cursed with “a host of dirty, lousy, snub¬ 
nosed, infirm crop of children every year, the 
offspring of drunken parents or miserable vag¬ 
abonds, the fathers of the town, who are inva¬ 
riably sober deacons, or staid, substantial 
men, should have exclusive paternity of the 
children, who would then be models of excel¬ 
lence, and our alms-houses would not be filled 
with paupers, nor our prisons with criminals. 
One member who found the printed petition in 
his seat did not realize the joke of it till he had 
risen and objected to its introduction, as the 
“fathers of the town” where he lived had the 
meanest children of any men in those parts.— 
Perhaps this would be the case if we should 
undertake to improve the human race on the 
Spartan plan. At any rate, for the present, 
we advise every man to insist on being the fath¬ 
er of his own children. 


Use of the Telegraph. —The Washington 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Ledger 
writes:—“This government has not yet had 
occasion to use the Ocean Telegraph, and it 
is doubtful whether they will very soon.— 
When the negotiation for the purchase of Cu¬ 
ba shall become more active and approach a 
crisis, more speed may be required in diplom¬ 
atic correspondence; but, then, on few occa¬ 
sions of like importance, would our govern¬ 
ment trust its dispatches to foreign hands, even 
in cyphers. 

Cattle Cheaper. —A letter in the Abingdon 
(Va.) Democrat says in that region cattle buy¬ 
ers are offering some §4 to $5 less for cattle 
now than they were six weeks ago, and the re¬ 
sult is that many who did not sell early have 
declined to sell, and have turned their cattle 
in the mountain ranges. 

A Liberal Law. —The “homestead law," 
recently passed by the Minnesota Legislature 
exempts from sale by execution a homestead of 
eighty acres, and one lot in a town or city, 
with the improvements on the same. 

Wire eou the Atlantic Cable. —It is gen¬ 
erally supposed that the Atlantic cable was 
manufactured entirely in England. Such is 
not the case. Very many miles of the wire 
were made in Providence at a fact' ry in the 
upper portion of tlie city. ^_ 


Camp Meeting Correapomleucc. 

Camp of the Methodists, 

Wilbrauam, Sept. 2, 1858. 

The Millcrite meeting broke up Inst Monday 
morning. Tents came down like dilapidated 
umbrellas, and brothers and sisters packed up 
their bundles and boxes, stowed them on carts 
or trucked them to the cars. Then came the 
“farewells” and “good hyes,” and by ten o’¬ 
clock the ground was deserted. The Advent 
chart is now of doubtful authority. They 
have footed up a column of figures which show 
that the world is 6313 years old ; but they 
claim that the end should have come with the 
six thousandth year. They think there must 
be some error in some of their calculations, so 
they are expecting to hear Gabriel's trump ev¬ 
ery moment. A large crowd was on the ground 
Sunday. A Mr. Hastings from Rochester 
preached. He is a young man with a long red 
beard, which gives him an unique appearance. 
He said the devil’s time was almost out—the 
warrant Avas out for his arrest, and the officers 
were after him. This was cheering neAvs, and 
I thought Avhata good time those officers Avould 
have chasing the devil through Wilbraham, 
Palmer and “Hell Street.” I hope they will 
chain the old felloAV for a thousand years Avfien 
they get hold of him. Then Avhat a glorious 
good time avc AviU all haA-e in the millenium.— 
A dozen or more Avere baptised in the river on 
Sunday. They were mostly the fruits of this 
camp meeting. A pretty little row also oc¬ 
curred on Sunday, an account of which I pre¬ 
sume you will have, so I will not give partic¬ 
ulars. 

The Methodists came on Monday, pitching 
their their tents on their old ground just be- 
lofi- the depot, near the river. It is the most 
delightful spot for a camp meeting I ever saAv. 
There are over thirty tents on the ground, and 
it is a quiet, orderly meeting, far more so than 
what camp meetings used to be. There is a 
good deal of oratorical talent displayed by the 
clergy. They usually do their best on camp 
meeting occasions, and the effect is seen in nu¬ 
merous conversions, or a general revival of 
spiritual interest. The singing is really de¬ 
lightful. The tunes are of a stirring kind, and 
ns the multitude raise their voices in praise, 
the sound thereof goes up through the trees in 
thrilling harmony, touching the callous hearts 
of the unconverted, making them feel that 
there is really power and salvation in the an¬ 
thems of religious praise. To fully appreciate 
this the visitor must retire a hundred rods and 
listen to the music as it rises from the camp.— 
The woods seem alive with charming melody, 
and you might easily fancy that an angel choir 
was waking the echoes of the forest. Rev. 
J. W. Dadman, of Boston, formerly of Palmer, 
is here, taking an active part in the exercises. 
He is one of the greatest revivalist preachers 1 
ever heard. He can sing, preach and pray 
with wonderful effect, always feeling at home, 
in the praying circle, or when urging sinners 
forward to the mercy sent. 

A large proportion of the deA*oted members, 
and those Avho become converted are women. 
Some Avill argue that this shows that none but 
the Aveak-minded become converted at camp 
meetings. When this remark is made I always 
think of the reply made by one gentleman to 
another, Avho asked if he could tell him why 
there Avere more women in the church than 
men. “Sir,” said he, “if you can tell me why 
there are so many men and so feAV Avomen in 
our jails and prisons, I will answer your ques¬ 
tion.” I am not a Methodist, but alloAV me to 
say I have never been acquainted with a relig¬ 
ious denomination, Avhich ostensibly possessed 
so much Christian unity, such brotherly love 
and affection as this order. There may be 
sometimes too much of this “brotherly affec¬ 
tion” between brothers and sisters, for the cred¬ 
it of the church, but I verily believe they arc 
as free from such scandal as any other sect.— 
One thing is certain, there are feAver chu'rch 
quarrels, and less apparent hypocrisy than in 
most religious societies. But I must leave 
this train of thought, or you will think I am 
sermonizing. 

The dcA’il’s camp is about a mile from here. 
It consists of about a dozen oj'stcr and re¬ 
freshment tents, several “holes in the wall,” 
roulette tables and gambling corners. Their 
distance from the Methodist camp preA-ents 
their being largely patronized, and renders the 
camp ground almost as quiet as a Sunday meet¬ 
ing in church. Y isitor. 

The Regatta.— The regatta at Springfield 
on Friday Avas seriously interfered Avith by the 
rain. From four to five thousand people wit- 
nessed the racing, 1000 of whom Avere brought 
in on the railroads. In the first race the prizes 
of $100 and $50 were won by the boats Frank 
G. Wood of Newburgh, and the Dan Bryant 
of New York. The second race prizes, $100 
and $50, were Avon by the boats Fort Hill Boy 
of Boston and the Bonita of NeAV London. 
The third race, prize $50, was Avon by the 
Thomas II. Seymour of New York. Time, 
three miles in 16 minutes and 10 seconds. The 
sweepstakes race, prize $180, Avas won by the 
Experiment of New York. 

Surrender of Moxet. —Fitton, of Skencat- 
lcs, N. Y., Avho ran away Avith his partner’s 
money and another man’s Avife, surrendered 
$25,000 of the money to policeman Leonard 
of NeAV York, Avho oA’ertook him in Liverpool, 
England, but he Avas discharged from custody, 
as the terms of the treaty did not warrant his 
forcible return to the United States. The wo¬ 
man had quarreled Avith him and gone home 
in the previous steamer, and Fitton expressed 
penitence for his folly, and said he should 
come back. He has a’wife and six children at 
Skeneateles, and the Avoman lias a husband 
and two children. She is said to be remarka¬ 
ble for her dazzling and dangerous beauty. 

Drowned —Four young men (one named 
Cudlcy, another Ward, and the names of the 
others not given j it is feared Avere droAvned in 
the Sound, on Monday last, by the foundering 
of their boat in the gale. They had a boat 
from New Haven, and when off Clinton, being 
seen to be in peril, they Avere followed by a 
•loop nearly to the Long Island shore, but 
could not be found. Their boat was small and 
the gale very severe. 

Married. —A daughter of the late Professor 
Webster was married on the 24th ult., to Dr. 
Thomas J. Lothrop of Taunton.

Pendleton Co., Ky., had the good luck to elope 
from Falmouth, Ky., with Miss Sarah M. ShaAv- 
an, a beautiful heiress, worth a quarter of a 
million, and wns married to her in Cincinnati 
on Thursday last. They had long been lovers, 
but her papa objected.-Dr. Rogers, a mar¬ 

ried man, Avns shot at Portland, Ky., by Mr. 
Alfrccd AVhitloAV, a few days since, for attemp- 
ing to seduce Miss Whitlow, sister to the shoot¬ 
er. The prosecuting .attorney, Mr. Elliott, de¬ 
clined prosecuting AVhitlow, saying that he 
and every other honorable man Avould have 
done the same thing under the circumstances. 

The case Avas dismissed on examination.-A 

ladv residing in Sandy Hill, N. Y., recently 
came to her death in the folloAving tragical man¬ 
ner. A niece of the deceased, a young lady, 
had been forbidden by her father to speak to a 
young man residing in the village, or be seen in 
his company. Disregarding these commands, 
the young lady on the evening of the occur¬ 
rence, took a Avalk with him and was met by 
the indignant father in front of his residence. 
Angry words ensued, when the young man 
drcAv a dirk, although Avithout any intention as 
it seemed to use it. The aunt of the young la¬ 
dy, who witnessed the fracas, Avas seized Avith 
violent spasmodic coughing, Avhich continued 
for nearly an hour, defying all remedies that 
were employed. Her struggles at last grew 
feeble, until suddenly she fell back in her chair 
dead. __ 

A Terrible Outrage.—A man named Oli¬ 
ver, a painter, employed at the house of Charles 
Howell, at Astoria, Long Island, was arrested 
on Tuesday for an attempted outrage upon the 
person of a daughter of Mr. Howell, aged eight 
years. He Avas engaged on Mondaj in the 
upper part of the house, Avlien he enticed the 
girl to go up stairs on pretense of fixng the 
window shade. He then attempted to perpe¬ 
trate an outrage upon her, but Avas prcA’ented, 
hearing her mother beloAV calling her. The 
next day he obtained permission of the mother, 
Avho Avas ignorant of his act the day before, to 
take the child out to pick blackberries in com¬ 
pany with his wife and child. The mother con¬ 
sented and they Avent into the fields. After 
remaining aAvhile, he sent his Avife and child 
away, and then forcibly violated her person.— 
The cries of the child attracted the attention of 
some passers by, and the wretch was arrested. 

Jones the Murderer. —It is possible that 
Jones the murderer may yet be hanged. The 
executive council haA'e not yet decided on his 
case, being about equally divided as to the pro¬ 
priety of hanging him. It Avas thought he 
would die before the council would act on his 
case, but he still lives, with no prospect 
of a speedy death. 

Murder in Montreal. —The particulars of 
a shocking mu.der are reported in the Montre¬ 
al papers. A man named Patterson and his 
Avife both got drunk, quarreled, and the hus¬ 
band beat and stamped the Avoman to death.— 
He was found asleep on bed the next morning 
and the body of the Avoman lying on the floor 
of the room. _ 

A Strange Girl Captured.— The officers 
in CoA-ington, Ky., have captured a good look¬ 
ing girl, sixteen years old, Avho was dressed in 
male attire, and has been living in the woods, 
near that city for some time, subsisting on sto¬ 
len poultry and provisions. 

Found Dead. —Howell Huff, of Agawam, 
Avas found dead on Sunday night near Joel 
Miller’s residence. He had been on a drunken 
spree and fell over the dash of his buggy, and 
it is supposed was strangled to death. He Avas 
about 50 years of age.

PALMER AND VICINITY. 

Tlie Eiaiulnntloii of Parties Charged 
WUli Firing tlie Church at Powers’ 
Corner Concluded I—There is little ev¬ 
idence against them, and they are Uls- 
chargrd I—llirnm Power* again Im¬ 
plicated hy the Testimony J—Some 
Pretty hard Swearing 1 
The examination of Alvin Allen, YV m. Al¬ 
len and Wyles Nelson, charged Avith setting 
fire to the Meeting House at Powers’ Corner, 
Avas concluded before Justice Collins on Tues¬ 
day. There Avas little if any direct evidence 
against the parties—and not the least ngninst 
Alvin Allen. John Powers testified that NVra. 
Allen told him on.the 5th of July, that he did 
not set the fire, “but he knew damned well 
Avho did.” James S. Strickland testified that 
Allen told him, the next time they Avould put 
a bomb under the church and blow the damned 
thing to hell! This was about all the evidence 
against Allen. 

Rev. Mr. Moores, pastor of the church, tes¬ 
tified that NVyles Nelson told him after he (Nel¬ 
son) was arrested, that the affair would come 
out right yet, and that Hi Powers would be 
brought into the scrape with them. This con¬ 
stitutes the sum and substance of the evidence 
against Nelson. 

C. P. Olds, one of the Avitnesscs, testified 
that before the church was built he told Hiram 
Powers that they had got the money raised to 
erect a house. PoAvers replied that they might 
go on, but the damned thing would be burnt 
up. At another time, since the erection of tlie 
church, when some trouble had arisen in re¬ 
gard to the school in that district, Powers told 
Olds that “he would burn up the God damned 
meeting house, and that tcouldput an end to them 
Olds further testified that after PoAvers had 
been arrested for setting the fire, he took him 
one side and told him that his (Olds) name was 
on the list of Avitnesscs for the government, 
and asked him what he Avas going to swear to. 
Olds asked Powers if he were not guilty why 
he had been to Nelson and begged off. Pow¬ 
ers replied that he “did not care a God damn, 
for he had got a man to saA-e him, and he would 
sec who would be put in prison.” 

The rest of the testimony was after this sort 
—mingled with coarse epithets and profane ex¬ 
pressions. Tho inhabitants of Powers’ Comer 
seem to have a large vocabulary of such lan¬ 
guage, -which they make use of AA'ith remarka¬ 
ble fluency. After the testimony AA-as in Jus¬ 
tice Collins at once dismissed the arraigned 
parties, with the remark that the eA'idence was 
not sufficient to justify him in binding them 
over. 

The testimony implicated Mr. Powers more 
than it did either of the others, but he has got 
his neck out of the yoke by the confession of 
Harrington, who says he was influenced to 
make the confession by the offer of $500 from 
Mr. Powers. Harrington is in jail aAA'aiting 
trial; consequently the end is not yet. 

A Row AT THE Millerite Camp Meeting ! 
—Eight Palmer Men Arrested ! —On Sun¬ 
day afternoon last, two intoxicated Irishmen 
from Three Rivers started a rumpus near the 
camp ground at "Wilbraham, and in a feiv mo¬ 
ments the fight became general. A large por¬ 
tion of the congregation left the minister preach¬ 
ing to empty benches, in order to witness the 
scene. Sheriff Morgan of Wilbraham AA'ith 
assistants finally secured the two fellows, after 
getting knocked doAvn once or twice himself.— 
NVliile taking them to the hotel the friends of 
the Irishmen endeavored to effect their release, 
but instead of doing it six of them were ar¬ 
rested and locked up. 

The roAv Avas so general that many peaceable 
citizens got thumped on the head or punched 
in the ribs before they could get out of the 
crowd. One elderly man, a justice of the 
peace from Palmer, got served in this AA'ay.— 
On Sunday night the eight roAvdics Avere tak¬ 
en to Springfield and lodged in jail. They 
were brought before the police court Monday 
morning Avhen four of them Avere ordered to 
pay fine and costs in the sum of $10,06 each, 
and the other four to pay $11,39 each. Aside 
from this the sheriff received a liberal consid¬ 
eration on account of being unlaAvfully pound¬ 
ed. The offenders are usually quiet citizens 
of Three Rivers, but getting spiritually elated 
at the camp meeting, they wrongly imagined 
that they were lords of all they surveyed. We 
have their names, but out of charity to them 
withold them from publication. 

Query.—D oes the gentleman who has for 
several years nominated himself as a candidate 
for the office of Representative from the town 
of Palmer, and has as often been rejected— 
AA'lio recently voted that the interests of edu¬ 
cation ought to be severed from politics—in¬ 
tend, upon the ground of the High School ex¬ 
citement, to bring himself fonA-ard as a candi¬ 
date for the above office this year, Avithout go¬ 
ing personally to the inhabitants and telling 
them of his grievances and begging them to 
vote for him ? Inquirer.

A little boy of Mr. P., 
came home and found the felloAV in the house, 
no enquired who lived there, and then walk¬ 
ed off into the woods. 

Knocked Down and Hurt. —Last Sunday, 
some rowdies in driving away from the camp 
ground at Wilbraham, knocked down and ran 
OA-cr a Mrs. Hannam, an old lady, injuring 
her severely. The young bloods did not stop 
to see what injury they had done. 

PnoMFT Payment.— Palmer Avas the first 
town in the county to pay her county tax this 
year. It was paid before it AA-as due. The tax 
Avas $1564,13. The town treasury is really 
getting plethoric. 

Petty Thieving. —We haA'e in this village a 
class of people Avho seem to get a portion of 
their living by thieving.
